Re-introduced into the U.S. House of Representatives: radio all-channel legislation, 
which would make illegal the sale of any AM-only radio selling for over $15. Included would 
be AM-shortwave receivers, kits without FM (or AM) capability, and car radios selling for 
over $15, FM in the Barlow Wadley? Why not? Will a law like this drive down not only the 
price but the quality of factory-installed FM-AM car radios; will it dictate the design of a 
$14.95 AM car radio? believe the answer is "yes" to both questions. The $15 provision is 
a most unfortunate loophole, which will permit the manufacturing of millions of novelty AM- 
only radios for years to come. 

CFMK"-FM" 96,3 Kingston, Ont. (formerly CKWS-FM) still same $ format, WNTQ93.1 
Syracuse NY identifies only on the hour legally; otherwise they're "FM 93." WKGW 104, 3 
Utica NY off the air for a few weeks in February; back on with.same automated r format; $. 
KRAV 96.5 Tulsa said to be doing away with automation; to have gone live with "contemporary 
MOR" as about March 15, KZZQ 94.3 ("Z-94") now $, 24 hours, except silent Monday morns. 

WQDY-FM 92,7 Calais ME has a good stereo signal at 40 miles over very hilly terrain, 
WSDH, 10 w, Sandwich MA was to have come on the air March 1; on 8 am to 4 pm school days. 
Article gave frequency as 91.9; but FCC data show 91.7. Spend your time on Cape Cod checking 
this one out, folks! [KZZQ (see four lines above) is in Golden Meadow LA.] 

An FM station employee takes issue with my discussion of call signs in the FM Atlas ("'Call 
Letter Roulette"):"I am surprised at the attitude you take with regard to call signs. There is no 
earthly reason why a non-simulcast FM station should have an AM's callsign. This is a throw- 
back to FM's days as a ‘second class’ service, and the adoption of independent call signs is an 
assertion of FM's new status. . . Regarding SCA: An SCA is a 'non-broadcast’ service, andis 
protected by the privacy of communications provisions of the Communications Act of 1934, as 
amended. The fact that it is hidden on a broadcast station's carrier is irrelevant, Thus any- 
one can listen to an SCA, but they may not divulge information heard, nor use it for commercial 
purposes." I expect Muzak to eventually sue because I am divulging information about SCA (even 
more so in the next edition), and I am trying to profit from what I learn for commercial pur- 
poses. It will probably takea court test to determine the permissive amount of "divulging" that 
can go on before the Communications Act of 1934 is violated. 

KSUI 91,7 Iowa City IA's move to high power should be accomplished by July 1, 1977 when 
they will begin operating 18 hours per day, 365 days/year (for years they have been on the air 
only 15 hours a week, only during the school year). WYOO-FM 101.3 Richfield MN is being sold 
to the owners of KDWB (AM) St. Paul MN, while WYOO (AM) is being sold to the owners of 
WAYL (FM) Minneapolis. ‘The only program format change probably will be that WYOO (AM) 
will drop r in favor of m, WCBU *89.9 Peoria IL now Dolby and on 24 hours per day; a sure 
catch late at night during tropo from Duluth after WHSA (FM) leaves the air. 

WBJB *90.5 Lincroft NJ with Latin music was getting an audience in parts of New York city 
for a while when WFUV *90.

‘The Gemini shower én the 1th was great, with some of the strongest MS signals ob- 
served so far. Many of the bursts were strong and lasted up to 5 seconds or more. As 
for Es, semi-local KGFE-2, local CBWFT 3, and semi-semi-local KXJB4, are really hamper— 
ing my efforts, especially on the weaker openings. 

Oh, by the way, a few months ago I managed to put together a "rhombic," one of the 
largest TV antennas around. It's 64, feet long and 24 feet wide, and, as you might guess 
from the name, is shaped like a rhombus (diamond). When built correctly, a rhombic is 
supposed to have a gain of 8 db on channel 2, and as the wavelength gets higher, so does 
the gain, up to 12 db on chanel 13. The beam width is very narrow, and according to 
theory, the front/back ratio is almost infinite. These are ideal TV-antenna specifica— 
tions, and considering the cost of materials (around $12) the antenna would seem to be a 
real gold mine. However, there is one major problem that must be solved before you can 
have your rhombic antenna working for you. You must somehow find four supports that are 
at least 20 feet high and in the proper position so that the antenna can be aimed within 
a few degrees of the desired station. Even though I live on a farm, with a large yard, 

I still haven't come up with an inexpensive and practical way to get the thing up to the 
minimum 20 feet. After I finished building it, however, I was anxious to try it out at 
any height, so in desperation I mounted it on four fence-posts at the dazzling height of 
six feet. Just before mounting it, I hooked up the twin-lead to the TV with the antenna 
st411 lying on the ground and was amazed to see KGFE-2 at 100 miles coming in, snowy, 
mind you, but there. when I had the beast up on the fence-posts I managed to received 
KTHI-11 at 170 miles ( under relatively deadband conditions) which isn't too bad consider 
ing my antenna height. I'm sure the results would be very interesting if I could get it 
up to a reasonable heirht. Log now stands at 60. Till next report, 73's & good DX.

Right now, I'd like to see a good UHF 
preamp for under $60. Among other plans,if I can't afford a new ‘linegard log in the near 
future, I'm considering extensively modifying the VU-160 for VHF use only. 
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CATV interference has been giving me trouble lately, even with the use of well- 
routed coax. Channels 2 & 3 are most affected, these being local origination, although 
Channel 7,which relays KTVT 11 Ft Worth, does leak in occasionally, making KVII and other 
weak 7's difficult. (This could be radiation from the cable lines in your locality, or 
from unshielded radiating lead-in in a near-by house feeding a second receiver. In either 
situation, you will eventually get results by contacting your nearest FCC office. dps) 

I seem to have missed a lot of good openings with Es and tropo during December and 
January, and I'm really sorry about it, since I'm just now really trying to increase my 
meager totals. 

I'm getting rather fed up with the ‘mushy’ type tuner on my Sony color set. It's 
certainly sensitive enough, but I think detent would help me on UHF. If anyone would 
ike to buy an early ch-4 cut-channel 4-el. yagi, I've got one. I've also got a 10-el. 
ch-9 cut-channel yagi. Both are in fair condition and have been restored somewhat.

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The Sony ST-5130 Tuner 


Iast July I decided to get into FM DXing. I wented to buy the best 
available, "state-of-the-art" equipme:t regardless of cost. I was led to 
Delieve the 32,600.00 Sequerra Model 1 would fill my needs end had taxen 
preliminary steps to have one built for me. The day before I was to go to 
the bank and withdraw the money I phoned Morrie Goldman. He advised me to 
“a-B" compare and consider several other tuners. He suggested I try the 
Sony ST-5120, Pioreer TX-9100, and Kenwood KT-8007. Needless to say, I'm glad 
I took his advice. However, I also carried his suggestion a step further 
by including the ic Intosh !R-78, Yaneha CT-7000, and Sansui TU-9900. 


I found that most declers will perzit you to try a tuner for several days 
4f you put up the money with the undsrstancing that they will give you = 
refund if you are not satisfied, Several months later, after muck shopp: 
and putting hundreds of niles on =y car, I decided to ouy the Sony ST-5130. 


I started Fi DXing on Mew Year's Day. In =y first 25 days I logged 50 
education band stations, wany of tiem flea-powered, 10-watters. After three 
months uy log now lists 62 education baud stations, @ level of accomplishment 
that usually takes about three years. I heve logged at least one station on 
every frequency, and as ma.y as seven stations on ore frequency. These 
stations cover 7 states end 1 Canadian province. I wight hasten to point out 
thet this wes accomplished under the handicap of nid-winter, "dead-band" 
conditions. I have yet to experience what greater distant stations I may 
receive during the coming tropo and E-skip seasons later this year. By the 
way, my antenna 1s neither sophisticated nor elaborate, I am using a single 
Channel Naster Probe 9 (model 4408) nounted at 60 feet, turned by a CDE 
AR-44 rotor. 


On February 2nd, 1976 a tuner clinic was conducted by Yamaha in nearby 
Hammond, Indiana. The results proved to be somevhat embarrassing when ny 
81-5130 out-performed the $1,200.00 Yamaha OT-7000 and the Sequerra Model 1 
dn several important catagories. 


It 18 worthy to note that Sony, as a matter of company policy, is 
conservative in publishing specifications. For instance, the owner's manual 
states sensitivity to be 1.2 microvolts at 30 dB of quieting. Beside being 
checked at the tuner clinic I had it checked at Sony in Niles, Illinois and 
the actual sensitivity turned out to be 0.8 microvolts for 30 dB. (the lower, 
the better) Educational stations 250 to 300 miles away are heard daily. It 
goes without saying that good sensitivity is extremely important in DXing. 


A word about the ST-5130's selectivity is in order. As you know I have 
taken on the publishing responsibilities for WIFDA. This has put limitations 
on my leisure time. Perhaps some of you have become aware that I have 
decided, therefore, to limit muy FM DXing activities to the education end of 
the FM band (88-92 MHz), where so many low-powered, hard-to-get stations are 
located. This end of the band becomes even more challenging when you realize 
that my strongest local station is only 3 air miles away-WYCA, running 30,000 
watts at 92.3 MHz, 24 hours a day! Nevertheless, on the adjacent channel 
(92.1 MHz) I have no problem puiling in 4 stations on almost a daily basis. 


Although the ST-5130 has many good features, I would feel remiss if T 
didn't mention the defeatable AFC switch and the Impulse Noise Suppressor. 
I personally have experienced ti.es when defeating the AFC combined with 
careful tuning has made the difference between having and not having e station. 
Once you have Dxed usixg defeatable AFC, I doubt you will vent it any other 
way. 48 for the INS feature, all I can say is it werks surprisingly well. 


When you study and compare the ST-5130's specifications with those of 
other tuners remember they are the minimum to permit the unit to leave the 
production line. Now you can understand how I have been able to log so many 
low-powered educational stations in such e short period of tine since I 
purchased the Sony ST-5130 tuner. From a serious Dxer's point of view, 
for it's price, it is an extraordinary value.

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DXing Educational FM 88- 92mMhZ sy arucer. Elving 


{An updated version of a similar article appearing in the January, 1971 mimeographed VUD.] 


In more ways than programming the FM stations found between 88.1 and 91.9mHz are 
different from those between 92.1 and 107.9 mHz. Those in the lower frequency range almost 
never carry commercials, often operate shorter schedules than do the other stations, vary in 
power from the ubiquitous 10-watters to Ann Arbor's 230,000-watt WUOM, and are usually under- 
represented in DXing logs. I say "almost never carry commercials" because the practice of 
underwriting in which some stations engage is akin to commercial presentation, and the Texaco 
sponsorship of Metropolitan Opera broadcasts contains too many sponsor mentions to be legal 
under Federal Communications Commission rules. The latter point is disputed by many educa- 
tional broadcasters, but the Wisconsin Educational Network (WERN Madison, WHAD Delafield, 
et. al) is at least one concern that cuts away from the network during the time commercials are 
given, 


According to my count as of February 1, 1976, there were 863 noncommercial, educational 
frequency modulated broadcasting stations in the United States (excluding territories) between 88 
and 92, as well as 32 other educational stations that operate at scattered points on the dial in 
the commercial band (92 to 108 mHz). Four of the exceptions—educational FM stations that 
have invaded the commercial band—are in Michigan, while, interestingly, there is one commer- 
cial station in the Michigan area using an educational channel by international agreement: CJOM 
"FM" 88, 7 Windsor, Ont. , while another Windsor channel (89.9 mHz) is available for commercial 
licensing, but is unapplied for. Undoubtedly, the existence of educational stations in Flint, Kala- 
mazoo, and Grand Rapids has much to do with WJIM-TV channel 6 Lansing in persuading these 
old educational stations to seek frequencies inthe commercial part of the dial toavoid interference, 
Now, however, with commercial FM channels almost filled to the hilt the opportunity for educa- 
tors to seek places to broadcast higher on the dial is closed. Indeed, whether such a "solution" 
was ever justified is open to question, since channel 6 TV stations are characteristically anxious 
to look upon educational FM as a scapegoat when people complain of interference, whether such 
interference is caused by an educational FM stationor not. The FCC hasbeen recently taking a new, 
tough stand against channel 6 TV stations, permitting more and more public FM stations of sig- 
nificant power in the secondary service area of channel 6 TV stations—the very areas most sus- 
ceptible to interference from high-power operation within 88 to 92 mHz, which immediately 
abuts channel 6 TV in the electromagnetic spectrum. It is possible that, as pressures mountto 
establish even more commercial FM stations, educational stations will be removed from the 
commercial part of the dial to the educational section, with the would-be commercial applicant 
reimbursing the educational station for costs incurred in the shift of frequency. Another way in 
which new educational stations are being created is through share-time operation. Anapplication 
for 88,3 by the City College of New York asks for share-time operation with Newark's Board of 
Education station, WBOE. And there is a scattering of other share-timers on FM, notably low- 
powered stations in the Long Island-New Jersey area. 


Education has 20 percent of the spectrum space allocated to FM broadcasting. With 863 
educational stations between 88 to 92 in the United States out of a total of 3792 FM stations of all 
types, fully 24 percent of the nation's FM broadcasting is contained within the frequencies reserved 
for noncommercial, educational radio. This figure seems impressive only until we take 
note of the fact that 439 of the educational stations are 10-watters, including three ten-watters 
operating on commercial channels in Alaska, because the FM band in Alaska does not take in the 
lower 10 mHz, thus requiring educational FM stations in that former territory to locate higher up 
on the dial. Therefore, out of 895 educational FM stations, fully 436, or 49 percent, are only 
10 watts in power, thus limited in their listening outreach and in their prospects as DX targets. 


Despite the large number of 10-watters, there is plenty of DXto be found in the educational 
part of the dial, with even 10-watters being heard by skip and trops under ideal conditions. Any 
DXer with less than 10 percent of his or her FM loggings within the 88 to 92 mHz area should 
question why loggings are lagging in this rich-for-DX part of the FM dial. For example, only 
112 of 1349 stations that Ihave received in the Duluth, Minnesota, area are on the educational 
channels, This figures to 8.3 percent of the total, up from 5,7 percent of the total I had when I 
wrote an article similar to this in 1971, I suspect that relatively few FM DXers have logged 
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more than 10 percent of their FM station totals on the educational FM channels. The reasons for 
this disparity warrant scrutiny, and may well indicate how most of us stand to reap a harvest 
from a rich source of potential DX. 


Educational channels in most parts of the country have been slow to fill up with high- 
powered, fulltime stations, thus leaving open many ready-for-DX frequencies, while on the 
commercial channels—especially in the eastern and central states, as well as in much of Cali- 
fornia— congestion is a real impediment to a lot of potential DX. In light of this knowledge, 
it is surprising that such a high proportion of FM station loggings continues to be on the crowded 
commercial channels. Part of the reason may be that the growth in educational FM is a com- 
paratively recent phenomenon, with government only getting into the financing of public radio 
station construction and operation in a big way since about 1971. More importantly, however, 
are several practical problems in DXing educational radio that should be analyzed with a view of 
closing the gap between one's DXing success on the commercial channels and one's success in 
tuning in what may well prove to be the most promising portion of the FM dial: the lowest four 
megaHertz. 


‘There are several types of educational FM station, each with its peculiar programming and 
operational characteristics, The principal types of educational FM stations are: 


University and College stations. Often distinguishable by their call letters (WRUR Uni- 
versity of Rochester; KUOW University of Washington), these stations almost always operate a 
fulltime schedule, usually at least 18 hours per day seven days per week, especially when quali- 
fied by the Corporation for Public Broadcasting, and carrying National Public Radio's daily All 
‘Things Considered, which is a 1 1/2 hour program which originates live in lateafternoons on the 
network, The CPB now requires its qualified stations to maintain an 18-hours-per-day schedule, 
‘These stations are sometimes the home bases for networks which may cover all or part of the 
state in which the main station is located; examples are the networks in Wisconsin, Maine, South 
Carolina, and Minnesota, These stations utilize professional, nonstudent staffs for the most part, 


Student-operated University and College stations (WRF W River Falls WI, WFNM Lancaster 
PA) typically operate afternoons and very late into the night (or early morning), but maybe silent 
during much of the summer, at spring break, Thanksgiving vacation and during the Christmas- 
‘New Year's period, Such stations are often easiest to receive after midnight, after the more 
powerful educational stations and networks have left the air, during fall and spring tropo openings. 
A few of these stations (WAER Syracuse, WSUP Platteville WI) may operate around the clock, 
either every night during the school year or during specific weekend "marathons," and thereby 
are, for short periods, true "clear channel" stations on FM. 


Local boards of education are increasingly adding FM stations of their own, Again, the 
call letters will often identify such stations: WBOE Cleveland, WFBE Flint, The school board 
stations are often the toughest of all to receive by DXers, as they typically are only on the air 
during the hours schools are in session for instructional purposes or school disc jockey training 
(example: KSLH 91.5 St. Louis is on the air only during the hours schools are in session, 
only about 12 percent of the possible broadcast time). During the summer months when DX is 
hottest and when almost all vacation travel occurs, almost all of these stations are silent, 
Similar are the high school stations, like WCSQ Central Square NY, which operate into the eve- 
ning, but have early sign-offs and almost never provide service on weekends or during the DX- 
productive summer months or during the prime time for December skip—Christmas vacation, 


Accounting for a small number of stations, but a significant and growing number, are 
so-called community, free-access stations. The impetus for growth in this area is largely from 
Lorenzo Milam and Jeremy Lansman of Los Gatos CA, the gentlemen who achieved some fame 
recently from their petition to the FCC that religious organizations be barred from owning non- 
commercial FM and TV stations on reserved-for-education channels. I should note here that 
religious stations on the educational channels can only be licensed when there is a religious 
college in the town, with stations like WPCS Pensacola stymied in their efforts to expand into other 
cities utilizing the educational channels. This is mainly why you find so many noncommercial, 
religious stations on the commercial part of the dial. Many of the latter may actually be com- 
mercial in that they have definite rates they charge broadcasters, such as Back to the Bible and 
Dr. Carl McIntyre's Twentieth Century Reformation Hour. But I digress. 
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Community-access stations result from the FCC having been persuaded toallow local groups 
to apply for noncommercial stations to provide for public affairs programs and shows dealing with 
the needs of oppressed minorities, or merely people who feel they have beendenied access to the 
media, WYEP Pittsburgh, KRAB Seattle, KAXE Grand Rapids MN are examples of community- 
access stations. The history of and opportunities to get involved in this kind of broadcasting are 
very well discussed in Milam's book, Sex and Broadcasting (VUD, September, 1975, p. 6). 


Other educational FM stations have come about as the result of being FM offshoots of older, 
more established public TV stations. WCNY-FM Syracuse NY and WGTE-FM Toledo are examples 
of recent forays into FM by public TV outfits, who are notoriously adept at commandeering 
government grants and program underwritings, and who will parlay this advantage into making 
their educational FM radio stations economically viable. 


For the FM DX listener the days of a wide-open 88 to 92 mHz portion of the FMdial may be 
over, or soon to be over, depending upon where the DXer lives, Certainly, before additional 
nearby stations come on the air is the time to tap some of the close-by, low-powered, limited- 
hours stations that, as time goes by, may either be phased out and supplanted by wide coverage 
noncommercial stations, or eclipsed by them, making the DX that is today's nice challenge 
tomorrow's impossibility. During the fall through spring period it pays to concentrate your best 
efforts in the educational part of the FM dial for stations that may not be operating during the 
summer whenDXon FM is at its seasonal best. Whatever is picked up on those channels may be 
of the never-to-be-heard-again variety, and will reward the DXer both in helping to build totals 
and in increasing the quality of his orher average loggings. Go after your share of the 49 percent 
of the educational stations which have only 10 watts, Ten watts is adequate for skip under ideal 
conditions, but there is a correlation between low power and short operating hours. Few 10- 
watters broadcast 52 weeks a year, and maintain the long hours of the larger public radio stations, 
especially in the summer. Your chances, therefore, of getting a 10-watter by skip are reduced, 
not merely because of the lower power, but because of the fact that such stations usually aren't 
around when skip is at its hottest. Thus only four of my 112 educational stations are 10-watters, 
with only one received by skip. 


Aside from physical and operational differences between commercial and educational FM 
stations, the programming of public radio is often such as to discourage attention, from the stand- 
point of the person spinning the dial looking for frequent mentions of call letters and station pro- 
motions. Fifty-minute lectures, hour-long speeches, complete operas (with interruptions only 
between acts), radio documentaries and dramas, and symphonies demand uninterrupted presenta- 
tion, Sometimes the required identification is at more than one-hour intervals, and this is per- 
fectly legal, as the FCC and most listeners would prefer that a speech, play, opera or long jazz 
or classical work continue until its conclusion or logical interruption within the work itself, 
Classical music, once a mainstay of commercial FM, has been relegated to educational stations 
in more than one market, Virtually all classical music in Columbus OH, Cincinnati, and Atlanta 
is now available on educational stations, whereas formerly commercial FM stations had it. A 
knowledge of how classical music is programmed on radio and an appreciation of the music itself, 
Tbelieve, is essential to success inDXing a maximum number of stations between 88 and 92 mHz, 


Other programming on educational radio often resembles radio in the pre-TV era, where 
every 15 minutes or half hour something different can be presented. A few educational stations 
are "modern" formatted, specializing in jazz, rock or more rarely, middle of the road or country 
music, WOUB-FM Athens OH is an example of a station in the latter category, offering wide- 
appeal music and short educational snippets instead of commercials to its predominately rural 
audience. On educational radio there may be a lot of amateurish chatter by students getting their 
first on-air radio experience to the other extreme where programming becomes a bit too pedantic 
and cerebral to really communicate effectively. On public radio you're likely to hear forms of 
music not generally available elsewhere, such as folk music of other countries, dixieland jazz, 
and modern "classical" music, 


As a side-benefit, most educational stations are enthusiastic about listener mail received 
from outside their service areas, and will verify—not with a perfunctory card, but with a warm, 
sincere letter. You don't usually even have to enclose return postage, which is a consideration 
now that postal rates have gone up considerably. Many stations publish their own program 
schedules, and are quick to add DXers to their mailing lists for free program guides. Even if 
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you do not collect verifications, a note from a listener at a great distance can be treasured at a 
‘small educational station that doesn't receive much mail, where students, faculty and staff may 
long remember the time when, as WFBE wrote me: ". . . our signal was heard 20 times the 
distance our engineers calculated we should be received." 


DXing 88 to 92 mlz is a rewarding experience, and the goal of 10 percentof one's loggings 
on FM within that region is entirely reasonable—as long as you do so before smaller stations 
drastically increase their power or new fulltime, full-power stations are established close to you. 
Finally, two groups—Operation Outreach in Washington DC and the University of Maryland in 
College Park—are trying to get the FCC to extend the educational FMband to include the 87.9 mHz 
frequency. Each has filed a developmental application asking for 10 watts! operation. One 
application stresses its interest in experimenting to determine tunability of the 87.9 frequency on 
existing FM radios, and extent of any interference with any other stations, including presumably 
channel 6 TV stations. It is thought that if 87.9 is opened up at all it will be only for 10-watt 
stations, and away from locations where channel 6 TV stations are viewed. Athought I once en- 
tertained would have all ten watt stations moved to even frequencies (like 88.0, 88.2, 88.4. . -), 
which would enable more stations tobe accommodated in agiven area and serve as a good means 
of identifying to the public which stations are 10 watters and which have more power. Transla- 
tors, too, could be put on even frequencies, at 700 kHz spacing from existing stations instead of 
the present 800 kHz. So my next article on educational FM might say "DXing from 87,9 through 
‘92.0 mHz." By that time the FCC will have rethought their channel numbering scheme, calling 
87.9 No. 200, and perhaps calling 91.4 .No. 2171/2. And manufacturers of digital receivers 
will have figured out how to make all such sets tunable to 87.9 as well as the even frequencies.

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WILL THERE BE NO END 
— TO THIS AWFUL TREND?

THE CURRENT PRACTICE of using sub-identifications by FM stations is far from 
extinction. In fact, the trend has taken a definite upswing in recent months. 
Subordinating their call letters in favor of such ridiculous slogans as Q-102, 
stations have reduced their ID times to the legal FCC limit of one ID per hour. 
DXers can aid in the identification of stations engaging in such practices by 
sending the calls of known offenders to this writer at 5201 Colewood Drive in 
Pittsburgh, PA 15236. The latest list of "non-IDers" (see June, 1975 VUD for 
initial list) reveals two stations on the same frequency (105.1) referring to 
themselves as "BJ-105" and "JB-105," and uncovers a disturbing fact for DXers 
(particularly for Pete Oprisko): the spread of this disgusting practice from 
the commercial to the educational end of the US FM band. Mike Dorner was the 
only contributor to this list; all other listings were gleaned from Elving's 
FCC-FM column and from FM-DX reports in the VHF-UHF Digest, which only goes 
to show how much one can learn from thoroughly reading one's VUD each month! 
Enough ado; here's the US list, along with one Mexican noted by Richard Clark.
